Turkey  production  in  19^6  v/as  40,^6^000  "birds, —  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  reports.     The  total  vras  8  loercent  less  than  in  19^5,  "but  22  Dercent  aliove 
the  1940-i(4' average.    Production  x-ras  ahore  that  of  19^5        17  States,  hut  helov;  in 
all  other  States  exce^Dt  one,  v/hich  shovred  no  change, 

California  was  the  leading  State  in  the  Toroduction  of  turkeys  in  19^6,  with 
4,277,000  hirds,  follov/ed  "by  Texas  ^ath  4,138,000,  Minnesota  with  3,992,000,  lov/a 
v/ith  3,114,000  and  Oregon  with  2,152,000,     These  5  States  accounted  for  44  TDercent 
of  the  turkeys  nroduced  in  the  United  States.     The  West  North  Central  States  pro- 
duced 30  nercent  of  the  Nation's  turkeys  in  1946,   the  V/est  27  loercent,  the  South 
Central  l4  ;oercent,  the  East  North  Central  12  percent,  the  Nor tb  Atlantic  9  riercent' 
and  the  South  Atlantic  States  8  •oercent,        ■  ,  ' 

Turkey  Sales  Dovm  Slightly;    A  total  of  41,543,000  turkeys  were  sold  in  1946, 
—  ahout  1  percent  less  than  in  1945,    Ahout  8,060,000  of  the  turkeys  sold  in  1946. 
were  carried  over  from  the  1945  crop.     Of  these,  2,676,000  were  late-market  "birds  , 
sold  during  January  and  Pehruary  1946  and  5»384,000  v/ere  breeder  hens  and  toms,sold 
after  the  breeding  season,  mostly  in  A-oril  and  May,     Of  the  40,426,000  produced  in 
1946,  about  1,956,000  late-market  birds  and  4,676,000  breeder  hens  and  toms  were 
carried  into  1947, 

Prices  Ayeraged  Higher  Than  In  1945;     The  average  orice  received  for  tur^ceys 
sold  in  1946  was  36,2  cents  x)er  pound  live  weight,  comrjared  vrith  33*6  cents  in  1945. 
The  supply  of  turkeys  in  1946  v/as  large  in  relation  to  demand,    A  large  T^art  of  the 
.demand  v/as  for- hens  and  light  toms.     The  demand  for  heavy  toms  v/eakened  so  that  the 
Drice  for  heavy  toms  dropped  lov/er  than  a  year  ago  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
marketing  season. 

Cash  Receir)ts  Increase:     Cash  recei^Dts  from  the  sale  of  741,780,000  "oounds 
(live  v/eight)  of  turkey  meat  in  1946  were  $268,322,000  —  an  all  time  high.  Cash 
receipts  v/ere  10  T)ercent  above  those  of  1945  because  of  a  2  percent  increase  in 
poundage  sold  and  an  8  -oercent  increase  in  Drice  loer  -ooundT 

Market  Tiurkeys  Heavier;     Market  turkeys  averaged  heavier  than  last  year  be- 
cause of  the  larger  proportion  of  the  broad-breasted  type  of  bird.    Hens  sold  in 
1946  averaged  I3.8  TDounds  live  weight,  compared  I'ith  13.5  in  1945.     Toms  averaged 
21,9  Toounds,  compared  vdth  21.4  in  1945.  All  birds  sold  averaged  17.9  pounds  in  1946, 
compared  with  17.4  in  I945. 

Turkeys  Marketed  Earlier;  ,  Tiorkeys  v/ere  marketed  earlier  in  1946  than  in  any 
of  the  5  -orcceding  years.     The  tendency  during  the  t)ast  6  years  has  been  toward 
earlier  hatching  and  earlier  marketing  of  turkeys.    Because  of  an  earlier  hatch, 
breeder  hens  vrere  also  marketed  earlier  in  1946  than  in  1945. 

About  25  percent  of  the  1946  sales  were  made  in  August,  SeiDtember  and  October 
compared  with  22  percent  in  1945.    About  half  of  the  Nation's  early  turkeys  are 
raised  in  the  V/est  North  Central  States.     In  this  area  4l  nercent  of  the  1946  sales 
v/ere  early  birds  marketed  in  August,  Se-otember  and  October,  commred  vdth  36  -oer- 
cent during  the  period  in  1945.     In  the  West  marketings  v/ere  later  in  1946,  while 
in  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Atlantic  States  marketings  -rere  earlier  in  1946.. 

Death  Loss  Lightest  of  Record;'    Loss  of  -"ooults  in  1946  v/as  the  lovrest  in  8 
years  of  record  —  21.7  percent  of  the  total,  compared  vdth  22\3  percent  in  I945 
and  the  19^0-44  average  of  27.6  iDercent . 

Breeder  hen  losses  in  1946  were  the  lightest  in  10  years  —  8.3  ;oercent 
com-oared  v/ith  9.6  percent  in  I945  and  the  5-year  average  loss  of  10.6  percent.
